By tier sid e, in tou ch with j 
he r d ress, that m ay hav e been contain- j 
inated with d iphthe ria germs, was a 
little baby in a cart; bu t for this pro-. 
clou s jewel, som eone’s 
d arling, she. j 
had not 
the slightest regard . 
Her j 
especial thou ght was the proposition j 
th a t she had 
no fear of d iphtheria. 
B rav e woman! 
D iphtheria perform« 
its d ead ly work on m ore preciou s ole 
j>‘cts 
This woman isonly one of t h ou s ­ 
and s who, throu gh appare nt stu pid ity , 
spread the d ead ly contagion. 
Most of 
thern d o it in she e r ignorance, the r e ­ 
fore city au thorities shou ld act in the 
m a tte r and act prom ptly . 
All case« 
shou ld 
be properly cared for and the 
nu rses shou ld be eomF-.lh d to iso prop­ 
er can- in d isinfecting their persons 
and in other way s confine the d isease 
to the place where it ex ists. 
No one 
ex cept the phy sician from an infected 
house shou ld Is; allowed to m ingle with 
others. 
Only by the most strenu ou s 
m easu res can the spread of the d isease 
be prev ented .

LIZARDS IN A T R A N C E . 


On* 
M ed ica l A u th or ity R e ga r d . It u * 
K in d of H y p n otism . 
An E nglish scicutific journal has re­ 
ceived itn interesting com m unication on 
the nubj.'rt of the so called “ death 
feigning in stin c t” of certain rep tiles. 
The corresp ondent, w ho w rites from 
Syria, says th at when a certain sp ecies 
of E gyp tian lizard is cap tured it makes 
a few vigorous efforts to escap e, and 
then, if held firm ly, falls into a lim p , 
m otionless state, which m ight easily 
lead an inexp erienced p erson to think it 
dead. 
The anim al, however, is sim p ly 
in a tranoelike condition. 
G entle 
resp iratory 
m ovem ents are 
v isible just behind the shoulders and 
som etim es show a rising and falling 
rhythm w ith short interv als of com p lete 
rest. 
The eyes rem ain w ide ojien, but 
are com m only h alf dosed, and the lids 
w ink slow ly from tim e to tim e sp on­ 
taneously 
or 
by reflex action. 
The 
m outh is almost op en, som etim es wide, 
som etim es but little , and in either case 
the jaw is q uite rigid, and if elt sod by 
force is ap t to roojien w hen the p ressure 
is w ithdraw n. 
The lim bs lie extended 
and semifluccid, w ith som e ap p roach to 
a catalep tic condition— i. e., if bent or 
stretched into p osition not too strained, 
they m aintain such p osition« w hen lot 
go — and the sam e is true of the trunk 
and tail. 
A p in may be run through a fold of 
the skin w ithout fully arousing the an i­ 
m al, a sluggish, feeble w riggle being 
th e sole result 
The trance usually lasts 
about five m inutes, when the anim al, 
by a brusque effort, assum es its norm al 
p osition. 
This done, it lies quite still, 
but ev ident ly aw ake and observ ant for a 
few m om ents m ore, and then scuttles 
off in a hurry. 
Dr. V an I)yck looks up on this m an i­ 
festation not as v oluntary or conscious 
death feigning, but as a form of hyp ­ 
notism . 
The n atural enem ies of these 
lizards are foxes, jackals, m artens, birds 
of p rey and snakes. 
“ Can any one believ e," asks Dr. Van 
Dyck, " th a t any one of these anim als, 
hav ing cap tured a lizard, w ould bo in 
th e least inclined to let it go beeanso it 
lay m otionless and ap p arently dead in 
the cap tor’s grasp ? Or w ill i* be argned 
th a t the trance condition is a fqieciai 
g ift ‘in mercy to the v ictim , to m itig a te 
or abolish tin' p ain of d eath ?’ ” — P itts­ 
burg Disp atch. 


H O W T O T E L L A B A D EGG. 


An 
I n fa llib le F r e n c h M eth od W h ic h R e­ 
q u ir e . O n ly h L igh te d C a n d le. 
When one calls for a fresh egg in a 
P arisian eating honse, the chances are 
th at one w ill ite p rop erly served. 
Not 


that there are no bad eggs in Paris as 
w ell as elsewhere, but there are certain 
men employ ed at the central markets or 
hallew whose only duty is to sift the bad 
or doubtful eggs from the good ones. In 
one of the cella rs of the hallos one sees 
a man passing his hands rapidly before 
his ey es and in front of a lighted candle. 
Around him 
are 
baskets containing 
thousands of eggs. 
His duty is to sepa­ 
rate the bad ones from the good, and he 
is remunerated at the rate of 75 cen­ 
times, or 15 cents, for 1,000 eggs. 
Ho accomplishes his work w ith ex ­ 
traordinary dex terity . 
With one hand 
he takes three or four eggs and brings 
them to the ex act position he wishes be- 
tween his ey e and the lighted candle as 
if by magic. 
For an egg to bo gocx l the 
part that appears black must be oom 
pletely detached from the part that ap­ 
pears white. 
In other words, tho y olk 
and the albumen must, through the 
transparency of the shell, bo seen to be 
quite separate. 
Tho w hite looks as if it 
radiates about the central nucleus, and 
this nucleus is simply the embry o of a 
chicken, which being denser, floats in 
the liquid which nourishes it. 
When 
there is confusion between the trans­ 
parent and the obscure part, tho egg is 
doubtful. 
To sort eggs out quickly require« u 
long ex perience. Theoelectiou of winter 
provisions is an especially delica te task 
In addition to reporting on the freshness 
of eggs, these operators m the central 
markets also ex amine the size of eggs. 
Those tha t pass through a certain sized 
ring are put on one side as too small. 
The employ ee separates eggs merely by 
touching them. 
As the French markets 
are flooded w ith the produce of tiny Ita l­ 
ian chickens, the task is often a very 
long one. 
The men are a ll sworn in to do their 
work honestly , and w ith their serious 
and automatic look they make between 
$1.50 and $2 a day . The other employ ees 
of the Italics bow down to them and are 
ever w illing to acknowledge their scien­ 
tific superiority . — Phila delphia Times. 


ilnw to t i e a u ODi Hook Plate*. 
To restore old l>ook pla tes that have 
been injured by age and damp proceed 
as follow s: Place upon a flat surface a 
sheet of white paper, somewhat larger 
than the print to be cleaned. 
Carefully 
dampen the print on both sides with a 
soft, wet sponge, and then saturate it 
with a mix ture of chloride of lim e and 
ox a lic acid dissolved in about equal pro 
portions in a pint of cold water. 
You 
can tell when the mix ture is light by 
its turning magenta color. 
Continue to 
apply it until every sta in or sjsit has 
disappeared, and then w ith 
a clean 
sponge wash the print freely w ith cold 
w a ter.— Art American.
